Should Combine Production, Conformation, Style, Beauty and Finish 


selecting show herd person must have 
mind the ideal animal select 
toward that type. That style must the animal that com- 
bines production with proper conformation, style, beauty 
and finish. 


This style, beauty and finish, cannot placed upon 
animal few days few weeks, neither can production 
combined with finishing without proper breeding. 
selecting the show herd necessary begin from one 
two years before the animal placed the circuit. The 
selection the herd should kept mind all times and 
gradually worked out from year year. The most impor-

They should carry 
enough flesh show the best advantage. 

All animals should broken lead the halter while 
young. very necessary all through the fitting period 
lead and train animals every day for very much depends 
upon the maneuvering animal the show ring.

How Feed, Blanket, Brush and Polish for the Ring 


fitting and showing cattle essential 

first all that cattle good dairy con- 
formation and ideal Guernsey type selected. Having 
found these, approaching the ideal closely possible, 
feeding, blanketing, brushing and polishing will bring them 
into condition for exhibition. 

This not article that expected establish your 
mind the type cattle shown, but only suggest 
some the methods that have proven successful the 
process getting the selected animals into the best possible 
condition for competitive exhibition. 

FEEDING 

this process feeding one the very important con- 
siderations, and will discussed Any number 
grain mixtures have been fed numerous ways and with 
satisfactory results. Some are simple, and some are very 
complex. The simple ration has been the more popular be- 
cause can used regardless traveling from one sec- 
tion another, and from large fairs with variety feeds 
small fairs with limited number feeds select from. 
very simple ration that highly satisfactory and can 
used without change for entire circuit fairs consists 
300 pounds crushed coarse ground oats, and 200 
pounds each wheat bran, corn meal and oil meal. little 
beet pulp and molasses are also good feed. This mix- 
ture should fed three times day, and hay should given 
with each feed. good grade clover hay, mixed hay 
morning and evening, and alfalfa hay noon makes good 
combination with the above grain mixture. Watering the 
cattle with each feed has also been found very good 
practice, the water being given after the grain has been 
cleaned up, and before the hay has been fed. 

The feed provided will induce the production secre- 


tions and the next problem keep the secretions close 


the body, giving the hide soft, pliable, loose quality, and 
the hair smoothness. This best accomplished 
combination blanketing and brushing. first 
thought would seem that brushing would have the opposite 
effect, but, while may remove some the secretions, 
keeps the skin healthy condition and stimulates the 
oil glands greater activity. Blanketing, addition 
keeping the secretions close the body, keeps the flies off 
and makes the hair lay down. For ordinary summer fitting 
over period six eight weeks, common khaki blanket, 
unlined, very satisfactory. When the fitting period 
shorter the blanket may lined with light weight cotton 
blanket, which can sewed with string and blanket 
needle, and removed when longer needed. This sort 
liner can also removed and washed very readily after 
has become soiled. 
BRUSHING 

Brushing with fairly stiff brush removes the dirt, and 
soft brush brings out the gloss and silky look. brush- 
ing followed rub with Turkish towel slightly moist- 
ened with oil, the results will even more marked. 

TRIMMING 

The trimming feet should one the early considera- 
tions fitting show herd, because animal can stand 
correctly move natural manner unless its feet are 
correctly trimmed. Enough the hoof should pared off 
that the animal stands flat the foot, and not only 
the heel with the toes turning up. Moreover, the weight 
should rest largely the horny shell and not the soft 
pad. The drawing little blood not serious matter, 
though should avoided possible. farrier’s knife,

pair pincers and rasp will the work. 
Sometimes animal must thrown, but 
most animals can trimmed standing the hind legs are 
drawn forward when raising them, and not out the rear. 


Horns 


The horns should also cared for home. The horns 
ought symmetrical, and they have not been trained, 
rasp and file will help the appearance many pair that 
would otherwise unattractive. working down horns 
desirable refrain from drawing this 
reason rasp should used with extreme care, especially 
young horns. However, finer file can used satisfac- 
torily and will generally prove more satisfactory than scrap- 
ers. glass scraper dangerous use, animal never 
keeps its head quiet very long, and steel scraper requires 
frequent sharpening good work. After the horns have 
been made match up, they can smoothed down with 
emery cloth, rather rough one (grade start, and 
fine one (grade 00) finish off, preparatory applying the 
polish. The polish consists powdered Tripoli, enough 
sweet oil make paste, and little alcohol. This should 
rubbed with the hand and then flannel strip about 
three inches wide and eighteen inches long can used 
begin polish. This strip may followed second 
piece flannel. the same strip used first each case 
will gather all the excess polish, and leave clean 
surface for the other polish. The polish secured de- 
pendent upon the grease” applied this point. 


LEADING AND STANDING 


Before leaving home the animal should trained lead 
and stand. When the animal gets acquainted with the halter 
that will start without being dragged, lead without 
fighting and stop without delay, should taught walk 
with head and stop with feet properly placed. This 
not the same all cases, but usually the front feet should 
about line, and just far enough apart keep the chest 
from appearing narrow. The hind feet should 
placed—not too far forward, nor far back that the animal 
the other, though this not always advantage. The 
showman must impartial judge and recognize the weak 
his animal well the strong points. Any posi- 
tion that shows the strong points advantage will generally 
help make the weak points less noticeable well. 


CLIPPING 


advisable clip the cattle least once before leav- 
ing home. Clipping all over longer general practice, 
though calves are sometimes clipped the beginning 
the fitting period because they not shed very readily. 
Clipping has tendency make the hair coarse, thus coun- 
teracting the other work. The most popular style clip- 
ping takes strip hair off the nose, all from the face and 
ears, and strip the top the neck. Another style 
clips the entire head and neck. cows, the belly should 
clipped wide enough show the veins advantage, 
while the younger animals leaving the hair the belly 
sometimes adds the appearance depth the heart and 
body. The tail should always clipped, beginning just 
above the switch, and blending off smoothly the tail 
setting. 

SHIPPING 


The animals are now enough advanced ready for the 
shipment the fair grounds. They have been liberally fed 
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that they not appear scrawny and undernourished. 
They have been brushed bring out the glossy coat; the 
feet have been trimmed that they can move about freely 
and naturally; they have been clipped that their good 
points are prominent; the horns have been worked down and 
polished, and the animals have been taught handle the 
halter.

the cattle are shipped truck, they should 
shipped crates stock rack. The latter usually 
preferable conserves space. The tying the animals 
the truck depends the size the truck body. Keeping 
the animals fairly close together minimizes danger slip- 
ping and bumping. Sand scattered under the bedding also 
helps reduce slipping, does the use tanbark, when 
this available. the shipment long that the 
cattle will lie down while the truck they should put 
crates stalls that those standing will not step 
those lying down. 


While the cars the cattle should given all the water 
they will drink and the feed should materially reduced, 
even half the normal supply when the weather 
warm. Feeding truck difficult matter, and 
long shipment the cattle should unloaded for time and 
fed while off the truck. 


ASSIGNING STALLS 


When the fair grounds are reached the first thing 
find the Cattle Superintendent, who will assign stalls and 
locate them for you. can also direct you the Forage 
Department, that bedding and feed can ordered. 
the bedding can delivered once well bed down 
the stalls and leave feed hay, even before unloading. 
the car spotted the unloading chutes before this can 
accomplished the cattle must, course, unloaded 
not delay the unloading the other cars. When the 
cattle have been taken their stalls, bedded down, fed, and 
watered, well rest them for day before doing any 
further work them. 


all the foregoing has been finished before arriving the 
fair grounds the preparation for show day will not 
strenuous. will probably best polish the horns again 
this time and for each succeeding show. may also 
advisable retrim with the clippers. Brushing must 
daily order keep the animal condition. 


FILLING 


Another important phase preparing for show day the 
the animals. the cows are fed little heavier 
the day before show day and all the animals heavier show 
day, the cattle will show with natural fill that much more 
desirable that the fill secured cutting 
out all water the day before and the day showing till just 
before the animal taken the ring. feeding little 
extra salt the night before the animals are shown, and then 
keeping water away till about two hours before the animal’s 
class called, better results are secured. 


CARE THE TAIL 


Tails are usually braided the night before showing. They 
should washed clean first, they are every day the 
animal brushed. When the tail washed, should 
rinsed water containing just enough alum give 
bitter taste, and while still damp the tail should braided. 
The braids should small and tight. This kinks the hairs 
closely, and often. When the tail dries the alum the 
rinsing water gives crinkly quality that when the 
tail combed out and brushed out glossy and bushy. 
Rubber bands have practically replaced all other methods 
tying the braids, because they are cheap, easy put and 
easy take off. The braids should combed and brushed 
out just before the animals enter the show ring. 

When getting ready for the show ring, the brushing with 
fine brush and the towel rub may augmented hand 
massage. The hand massage very helpful, especially 
presenting neat and finished appearance the judge. 
helps very materially attracting the favorable attention 
the judge. 


HALTERS AND LEAD STRAPS 


leather show halter should replace the leather tie halter 
when the animal led into the ring. Halters various 
kinds have been successfully used, and the preference 
color seems lie with russet leather, with black white 
occasionally seen. The lead strap may chain and 
leather, all leather. short chain under the jaw, fastened 
leather strap, gives more purchase and better control 
the animal. Some animals, however, fight the harshness 
the chain, and straight leather lead also finds many 
supporters. fact, both kinds can carried good ad- 
vantage full herd being shown. 


BEGIN SHOWING ENTRANCE 


Instead waiting until all the entries have arrived, 
begin show when you enter the doors the arena. The 


judge may not watching, but the chances are that 


observing, nevertheless. When the entries are all and 
ready lineup, try near the head the line without 
making evident that you are trying so. Just 
accidently happen there. 

Remember how your animal shows best and try keep 
looking so. not let stretch too much bunch the 
feet under the belly. And most important all, don’t let 
sleep. Keep eye the judge, but careful your 
animal. Try guess what the judge going and 
ready for it. Remember that one moment the judge may see 
your animal poor position and this would counter-balance 
all the hard work trying present favorable appear- 
ance the judge. The showing continues until the ribbons 
are tied and animals that are used the groups and 
herds should until the arena left behind. 


JUDGE

They 
usually cause trouble for themselves well others before 
they far. have always felt that discovered that 
animal was being shown wrong class that was only fair 
the other exhibitors for set them right and correct 
the entry book. There are times when judge has rule 
with firm hand but right and does his work pleas- 
antly seldom has any serious argument. judge should 
able keep cool head under trying circumstances and for 
best results very wise for the exhibitor the same. 
Most good fairs will back judge the extent sending 
exhibitor the barn stay makes himself objec- 
tional. While this seldom necessary have done and 


found that did the man lot good. Sometimes people 
attempt show animals having some marked defect 
unsoundness with the hope that the judge will not discover it. 
favorite stunt inflate light quarter with air 
balance with the other quarters. This easily detected 
soon the judge touches the udder, and cow defec- 
tive need such tampering should left out the money 
sent the barn. herdsman who has tried cover 
defect this way has not leg stand foolish 
enough start argument. 

following the fairs over period several years, have 
seen lot good showmen handle cattle the ring. Now 
and then man found who overdoes the thing but most 
animals are not shown their possibilities. 
good job showing animal should make careful study 
his animal first with someone else showing the animal. 
doing can detect little peculiarities the animal and 
correct them. will also getting the same view the 
animal that the judge gets. Some animals have natural 
style the ring while others have trained show 
advantage. The animals are lined the judge for 
comparison and study, each showman should keep his ani- 
mal line and best form small defects under critical 
inspection frequently determines the placing. 

feel that great deal friction has been caused past 
years few called ringside judges who are always will- 
ing express their opinions freely the ringside, regarding 
just how the class should placed. 

They have special responsibility for the placing and 
most instances are making their talk because they are 
vitally interested seeing some favorite animal win. They 
should recognize that they not have the opportunity 
study the animal the judge does and after all has us- 
ually been asked the work because has been recom- 
mended the fair management capable and honest 
his judgment. free admit that have had trying 
experiences the show ring, not with the cattle, course, 
but with some unruly exhibitor who apparently was laboring 
under the false impression that because had paid good 
price for certain animal should have first prize regardless 
other entries. exhibitor this kind standing his 
own light and has lot learn. Judging cattle the fairs 
very interesting and pleasant the exhibitors are willing 
leave the judging the judge.

The plan includes 
the issuing privileges and somewhat follows: Con- 
signors will receive fifty dollars per animal plus twenty-five 
per cent. the amount above fifty dollars brings public 
sale. 


Prior the sale privileges against each animal will 
issued prospective buyers fifty dollars each. The holder 
will draw immediately before the sale and the number 
receives will correspond the lot number heifer. Each 
holder will then have the privilege the specific animal 
whose number has drawn. This entitles him upon the sale 
the animal receive either cash credit according 
whether not someone else the privilege holder the 
buyer, his original fifty dollars plus twenty-five per cent. the 
amount the animal brings above fifty dollars the buy- 
the animal, but only twelve and one-half per cent. 
the amount the animal brings above fifty dollars not 
the buyer. This feature the change over the last sale. 

This does not necessarily mean that will have bid 
the animal which has the privilege. other words, 
this slight change prevent the purchasers privileges 
coming the sale and going away with too much money 
unless they are buyers. The other 12% per cent. which the 
privilege holder does not get does not buy, goes the 
consignor the heifer. 


The privilege holder has three opportunities: First, 
bid secured higher than fifty dollars the animal whose 
number holds, the heifer becomes his property that 
price.

years showing Guernseys.” was some eighteen years 
ago that started showing cattle the Brockton Fair. The 
show herds those days the Eastern Circuit were 
Herb Bartholomew White Hall, New York, and George 
White came out few years later. Some years herd would 
come from Maryland down from Maine. 

Generally not more than three herds would any 
one fair. was possible this time get together respect- 
able bunch cattle individually and practically clean house 
most fairs. The dairy publications did not give much 
space reports shows that time. remember one re- 
port prominent fair follows: ‘‘The same old three 
herds were there and prizes were distributed follows.” 
This was not very encouraging the men who had taken the 
time and gone the expense fitting their cattle for the show 
ring. This attitude the dairy press has changed, and today 
cattle shows fairs and expositions create great deal 
interest. 

The judges, even that time, did not always give satis- 
faction. recall showing one state fair 1909 1910, 
were showing under very capable judge but one who 
dealt great deal the different dairy breeds, had two 
year old heifer that had won all down the line and course 
led her the ring with blue ribbon feeling. This heifer 
had not freshened, but had large, beautiful shaped udder 
and was about ready calve. The judge looked the heifer 
over and announced that had the best Guernsey female 
the grounds, but she was not profit and might die 


calving, could not give her the blue ribbon. But listen! 
This how finished his good work. the yearling class 
had heifer that was never beaten calf. announced 
that yearling showed that she was bred and would 
have give her second. refused answer when 
asked him how get two year old heifer profit didn’t 
breed yearling. 


There were many funny happenings the show rings the 
old days but the judges and showmen today not need 
any coaching from me. pleasure note the change 
sentiment regarding the exhibition cattle within the 
last fifteen years. Today all the breeders are interested for 
they appreciate the lessons that they can learn from com- 
paring the animals different herds and more specially 
gives them check what they have home. 


More breeders should show. One thinks has world 
beater home. Take out and line beside the other 
fellow’s world beater. You are apt surprised and you 
are honest with yourself and spite all the excuses you 
can think tell the ringside (of how didn’t ship well 
and has never been away from home before, etc.), you can 
see weaknesses its conformation that you would not see 
home without the comparisons close range. The day 
has gone when one herd could win all, bring out your 
good one. You don’t have have carload tops before 
you can go. feel that the Fair Associations should give 
large enough premiums that the exhibitor few head 
can least pay his actual fair expense.
